only the beautiful sights on sta^, but the theatrics on 
the dance floor. 

Rogue's, known mostly for disco dancing, and con- 
oots, is now featuring the latest dance traz: The Rock 



Lobster, which was included during the Miss BCSC con- 
test. 

Many young people are aware of the dance 
popularized by the new band. B-52's. but older people 
(those 15 ywrs older than myself) may not be familiar 
with it. 

Whereas disco dancing usually means performing 
prearranged choreographed movements, with a lot of 
spinning, the Rock Lobster dance requires much vertical 
motiong, i.e. jumping up and down with a lot of claw 
action, and shaking the head; combined with lateral 
movement across the floor, like a crab moves sideways 
across the ocean bt)ttom. And not only do the rock lob- 
sters, as the dancers are called, dance frantically in beat 
with the music, they also "die" tc^ether at a certain 
point in the song which dictates that the lobster dancers 
fall to the floor, kick their feet in the air. »tend their 
ever pinching claws toward the heavens, and make 
noises, as one would ima^ne. like a lobster. 

It is interesting that a dance like The Rock Lobster 
has filtered its way into the disco bars, coming from 
rock and roll joints. 

It's a coinddmce that the first public showing of the 
Miss ECSC contest falls in line with the advent of the 
hUest dance steps; but leave it to the Jaycees. and 
Rogue's, to give local residents something new.

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Virginia Beach Farm news: 
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Embargo lowers grain prices for local farmers 



Virginia Beaches agriculture is still feeling the effects 
of the grain embargo, large carryover of grain, high in- 
terest rates and lower prices than last year, Com- 
missioner S. Mason Carbaugh of the Virginia Depar- 
tment of Agriculture and Consumer Services said today. 

A recent survey shows that corn growers alone suf- 
fered a $3.2 million loss, but' the total loss figures will 
not fully be determined until the present crop is 
marketed. 

Grain support dwindUiig 

Other results of the survey indicated that support for 
the grain embargo is dwindling; commercial farmers 
have been hardest hit by high interest rates; and 
although most farmers are expected to continue their 



farming operations in 1980, they are looking for ways to 
reduce farm expenditures. 

Reviewing the survey, Commissioner Carbaugh said, 
"Relatively low com prices as a combined result of the 
embargo, a large crop in 1979, carry-overs, worsening 
general economic conditions and low com prices during 
the first quarter of the year are reflected in the lost

revenue. Many farmers sold their croi» early in order to 
obtain working capital for this year. Their crop reached 
market just as the price began to drop. When they 
sought to borrow money, interest rates were on the rise. 
A similar situation faced other segments of the 
agricultural community."

Low vote getter f inially wins

City Council correspowlent 
Virginia Beach has a new mayor but the delivery was 

hard. 

It took the 11 -member Qty Council five ballots, two 
executive sessions and close to two hours Monday 
afternoon to elect Dr. J. Henry McCoy mayor and New 
Councilman Harold Heischober vice mayor for the next 
two years. 

Following the meeting, Heischober said that the first 
he heard about being in the running for office was when 
Councilman Reid Ervin nominated him. He added, 
however, that in the past month "everybody's name 
has come up for everything." 

Outgoing Vice Mayor Dr. mcCoy, low man of three 
candidates in a 4-4-3 vote on four ballots, refused to 
give up even when the acting chairman, Orcuit Court 
Qerk J. Curtis Fruit suggested Council consider having 
the low man drop out. 

In the first four ballots Donald Merrick received four 
votes. Meyera Obemdorf received four votes and 
McCoy three. 

Voting for McCoy were Holland, McCtoy and 
outgoing Mayor Patrick L Standing; for Merrick. 
Ervin, HcUchober, Merrick, and Reba McOanan; for 
Obemdorf, John Baum, Barbara Henley. Obcradorf 
andW. H. Kitchin 111. 

The deciding votes on the fifth ballot were cast by 
Ervin, Heischober and Kitchin who switched their vets 
to McCoy giving him the majority of six he needed to 
the election. The other votes remained the same. 

The vice mayoral election ended in a ^5 vote with 
Heischober defeating bemdorf. Voting for Heischober 
were Ervin, Heischober, Holland, McCoy, Merrick, and 
mcOanan. 

Following the meeting Mrs. obemdorf said that she 
was "not surprised," but beyond that had no comment. 
She had nothing to say about the elections or the 
executive sessions. Her husband Roger L Obemdorf 
was obviously upset and was ready to talk but was 
silenced by mrs. obemdorf who said that he was her 
"campaign manager," and had nothing to do with 
anything that happened in Council. As she called over 
congratulations to Heischober after the meeting, Roger 
Obemdorf censured the action and stalked out of the 
Council Chsunbers. 

Baum. who nominated Obemdorf, has said that she 
deserved the job because of her public support. 
Obemdorf re-elected to her second term on Council this 
year, was the biggest vote getter in the campaign. 

In making the nomination, Baum said that the office 
of mayor had become a full-time job. He said that 
"Meyera can devote the time." 

He said that it was unusual for someone to be so 
popular when re-elected, and that her popularity wc»kl 
break down the '^polarization" which the city has 
experienced. "With her great popularity, she will 
certainly have the opportunity." 

Holland who nominated McCoy, e^ time, pointed 
out that McCoy had served six years and is "a fine man 
who will be able to work with anyone on this council." 
Ervin, who nominated Merrick, who has served on 
Council for two years, pointed out that the mayor is the 
ceremonial head of the city and that Merrick, a retired 
Ford Motor Company executive, "was able to retire 
comfortably and will be able to serve full-time." Ervin 
said that he had suggested to "Merrick that he would 
have to become more of a politician, but that he thought 
he was sincere about the job and has a keen desire to 
serve. 

After the first three ballots, Holland moved to recess 
for an executive session. The motion was successful, 
but McOanan attended only briefly before leaving 
because, she said, she did not believe that the provision 
for executive sessions to discuss personnel matters 
applied to appointing a mayor. 

Vivian Hitchcock, an employee in the Registrar's 
Office, who said she was attending the session as a 
priva^ citi^n. said that the executive session was a 
"fU^rant slap in the face." She said that she planned 



to contact Virginia Attorney General Marshall Coleman 
about the matter. 

In the meantime, city attorney Dale Bimson said the 
session was legal so long as it considered the 
appointment or assignment of one of the Council 
members as presiding officer or mayor and that the 
voting is done at public sessim. 

A remark made by Fmit at the beginning of the 
meeting proved to be prophetic, he said, after 
administering the oath of office to the five newly-elec- 
ted members, "The next item, I suppose, is worth the 
price of admission." 

Attendance was high but the crowd, which included 
families of Council members, did not fill the Council 
chambers. 

It was Fmit's first time in his Council chairman role, 
and he noted during an executive session break that 
Council had at least since the sixth of May. election 
day, to think about the mayoral election. "We can sit 
here and vote 4-4-3 forever."

When the ballot, the fourth, after executive session 
No. 1. was the same as the others, Baum suggested 
another executive session. "If the public is upset, so 
are we... but 15 minutes (the period of the executive 
session) are not enough." 

Fruit said that he had been "made aware of the 
unrest in the audience.. .it's an ungame position to be 
in. I suggest we call the roll again and consider the low 
man drops out." 

Standing said. "I don't know oi any provision that 
the low man should drop out." 

McCoy retorted, "I've been low man for four straight 
ballots and have no intention of dropping out." 

Ervin pointed out, "You may not have a choice.' 

"I'll fight as long as I can." McCoy «aid.

Before you goto that proceedii^.'* Holland said. "I 
ask that we go back and give us anotlwr opwatuiiity." 

"We have 60 days since the electioii,'* Fruit laid. *I 
don't know whether 15 or 20 minutes couW help." 

Holland pointed out that under the Freedom of 
Information Act ''no more than two of us could talk (at 
one time). We haven't had the opportunity. Maybe we 
could have come to that consensus." He said that the 
executive session offered the first opportunity for the 
Council to talk about the election. 

Both McOanan and Merrick voted i^ainst the 
executive session but only Mcdaaan refused to take 

part. 

They went in at 3 p.m. (the formtf Oouncil seukn 
started at 2 p.m.), were given IS minutes, but (ttdn't 
get out until 3:35. 

Holland nominated McCoy, Baum nominated Obem- 
dorf and McQanan nominated Meffidc 

Holland also nominated Henl«y fpr the vke mayor's 
job. but Henley, a consistent supporter of ObenKkrf. 
decUned the nomination. 

McCoy, makmg his acceptance speecb. noUd that 
"It wai split but It was going to be ipito no matter who 
did it.. .it got down to the pofait where toaubody had to 
win." 

He then called for the battered, bruised, sjdtt and 
polarized council to puO together for the beneft of the 
city. "We've got a new Council and we've got to do a 
lot of good things." 

Heischober macte a liule speech, too. *Tm ttiU 
teaming the rutes. He said the city is in good hands 
with "the 1 1 people you have put in office to direct the 
polky of N^inia Beach." 

Standing, ending a two-year term as mayor, said. 
"We are now the best city in the Stitte on any basis - 
tax rates, climate. I thank those numbers m^ have 
served with me for the tremendous amount of 
work... The Council has to work together to address the 
diverse interests (of the city) so that we can keep the 
city going in this way." 

He said that "mnning fi-om the state and federal 
government will be less and less and the burden on the 
tax stmcture of the city will be more and more. I 
publicly thank my wife who had to take so many calls in 
my absence. I was proud the day I took the ^ as mayor 
and proud today when Henry McCoy is seated."

(tee-way parking on Atlantic and Pacific Avenues 
and additional parking areas at the north end of the 
beach are the most pressing changes needed to 
improve beach parking. 

The two recommendatiais are among 21 submitted 
in a beach parking analysis prepared by the Virginia 
Beach Research and Advisory CcMincil and presented to 
Council Monday afternoon by Herbert Smith, immedi- 
ate past president of the Council, and Jim Owens 
chairman of the analysis ccxnmittee. 

Owens said the committee looked at the beach areas 
currently used by the public both on the bay and ocean 
and were concerned with improving parking so that the 
city's residents who do not live on the beaches would 
have a way to enjoy them. 

Councilwoman Barbara henley was concerned that 
the 24-page study would be "put on a shelf.** "I would 
like to know that we are going to move ahead.** 

Noting that the poor traffic flow in the major resort 
area inpedes access to the beach as well as to shops, 
hotels and parking areas, the report recommends that 
Atlantic Avenue should be macte one-way north and 
Pacifk: Avenue one way south fi-om 5th Street to 42nd 
Street. The sidewalks along Atlantic could then be 
widened as far north as 25th Street creating a 
pedestrian mall ai the west side of Atlantic with 
parking on the west side, a turn lane and center 
through lanes. The intersecting one-way numbered 
streets would no longer need either left or right turns 
(Vito Atlantic or Pacific freeing space for more parking. 
The three-mile long North End beach, from 42nd 
Street to Fort Story, is open to the public but day 
visitors crowd and obstruct side-street parking, 
according to the report. The recommendation is to 
create a parking area for day visitors along Atlantic 
Parkway between the main roadway and the feeder 
road. This should b landscaped to provide parking 
spaces off the feeder road and should be esthetically 
pleasing. It should be done in conjunction with the 
current utilities installation project.

Owens said the area could be grass cover and wouM 
be used for parting only time months out of the yew.

Owens said that in two other traffic reports prepared 
for the city, there is an entire section on the benefits of 
one-way streets. 

Owens said there would be traffic controls for 
pedestrians. 

Ervin wanted to know whether "we are killing the

Councilman Oarence A. Ifolland said that "some- 
times problems are nice problems,** referring to the 
popuUuity of the beaches.

Shark anglers sharpen hooks

"I caught a small one, 300 lbs., when I was in the ser- 
vice. Maybe 1*11 get that big one in the tournament." 

Tourney begins next weekend 

In its fifth year, The Lynnhaven Yatch Club 5th An- 
nual Master's Shark Tournament is scheduled for next 
weekend, July 19 and 20. 

Headquarters will be the Lynnhaven "Boatel** Dry 
Storage marina at 2128 N. Great Neck Road. Cash 
prizes of $100, $300, and $500 will be awarded to 
fisherman bringing to dock the largest sharks. Judges 
are Virginia Beach residents. Captain Archie Caton, a 
Rudee Inlet charter boat captain, and Earl Dunham, a 
former Rudee Inlet captain. 

Reasons for tournament 

Huffman said the tournament is held for basically 
two reasons: 

"We hold the tourney to encourage fishing, in 
general, at Virginia Beach," Huffman, three time tour- 
nament chairman said. 

•'Shark fishing is exciting. It's not Uke, what I call 
hassel fishing, and it is not wasteful like blues fishing 
can be. For example people may catch 50 or 60 blue fish 
and throw three quarters of them away. 

"And secondly, we hold the tournament to learn 
more about sharks. The ones which aren't large, under

•Other recommendations of the committee are: 

•Erect signs at the entry points to the resort area 
directing motorists to the lesser-used parking facilities. 

•Erect uniform signs identifying parking lots that can 
be seen from a minimum distance of one-half block. 

•Maintain on-street, metered parking whenever prac- 
tical increasing the fee to encourage turnover. 

•The city should purchase or lease selected vacant 
parcels along Pacific Avenue. 

•Second-level parking should be considered wherever 
feasible. Hie ground level could be used for commerical 
and cultural activities and the upper level for parking. 
Developement should be encouraged through tax incen- 
ti^^s and zoning ordinances. 



•Modify the comprehensive zoning ordinance to 
allow a property owner to participate in a public 
parking facility when on-site parking cannot be 
provided. Money collected by the city would be placed 
in a special fund for the acquisition and constructi(Hi or 
public parking lots and the second-level parking 
facilities. 

•Create forking areas along the section of Shore 
Drive extending through Seashore State Park and 
mitiate a shuttle bus service for these areas.

friendly robot that dusts furniture, runs errands and 
helps kids with their homework may never be realized, 
but robots such as the PUMA 500, an advanced robot 
made by Unimation, Inc. , are in our future. 

The men of metal will work three shifts a day without 
a coffee break, even on holidays. Surprisingly, however, 
labor seems more receptive to robots than management. 
The extreme conservatism of manufacturers has been a 
real barrier to robou. The United Auto Workers, on the 
other hand, has expressed no objection to the presence 
of robots within the automotive industry. 

Although workers may be displaced temporarily and 
need retraining foUowing the introduction of robots, in- 
creased production will stimulate the economy, thereby 
creating more cerebral job slots for workers.

Virginia Beach may be a fun place for people in the 
summer, but The Humane Society of the United States 
(HSUS) warns that it can be hazardous for dogs. 

"Rover is not built for the beach,'* warns Phyllis 
Wright, Director of Animal Control and Sheltering for 
HSUS. Wright says that hot sun, hot sand, saltwater, 
and insects can combine to make a day at the seaside a 
miserable-or even fatal-outing for your dog. 

Sunshine dangerous to dogs 

The sun itself is the most dangerous enemy at the 
beach. Dogs can't sweat as people do, and overheat 
easily. Wright warns never, ever to take a 6o% on the 
b^^ between the hours of 10 a.m. and 4 p.m. The sun 
is simply too intense. If you must take Rover to the 
beach, be absolutely sure he has enough shade. Rent an 
umbrella just for lUm if you have to>-unless he's very 
small the shade from your beach chair won't be enough. 

Sand is also a prime offender. The pads of a dog's 
feet have as many nerves as humans' do, and if the sand 
is hot enough to burn your feet, it's hot enough to burn 
your dog's too. To make matters worse, a dog will often 
Uck the burnt foot, ingest the sand, and make himself 
sick in the process. 

If your dog begins panting heavily with sides heaving, 
or if his tongue is turning deep red or purple, he may be 
in the early stages of heat prostration. If this happens, 
immediate action Is necessary to prevent brain damage 
and death. 

The important thing is to cool him fast. Douse him 
with water, or wet a towel and wrap it around him. Feed 
him ice cubes or ice cream, but never unlimited water. 
An overheated dog can easily drink itself to death. Even 
if the dog is not overheated, small amounts of water 
given frequently are preferabte to large amounts given 
less often. 

Saltwater kffls fleas 

The ocean can be fun for a dog, but it can also be 
dangerous. The saltwater may kill fleas, but it dries out 
the skin, which can exacerbate itching problems. Dogs 
don't understand the effects of things like tides and un- 
dertows, so know when he is getting tired and make 
him come out. Often a dog's loyalty to his master will 
push him out beyond the breakers to fetch that ball or 
frisbee when he is simply too tired to get himself safely 
back to shore. 

Wright also reminds owners to remove flea collars 
before allowing dogs to swim. The chemicab which kiU 
fleas are activated by water, and too rapid a release can 
kiU the dog aloi^ with the fleas. 

Also remember that the fact that your d(^ has a fur 
coat does not mean he can't get a sunburn. Shaved dogs 
are especially prone to this, Wright says, another reason 
to leave your dc^'s coat its normal length year round. 

If you must take your dog to the beach, Wright ad- 
vises, remember to take all necessary precautions. The 
best place for your dog while you enjoy the beach is at 
home. Wind, sand, surf, and dogs are not a safe com- 
bination.

C&P advises 

Call Miss UtiUty 
before digging earth 

Starting July 1, Vu-ginia Beach residents {banning to 
dig niust locate underground utility plant fost by 
calling "Miss UtiUty." 

The number for excavators to call north of the 
Rappahannock River is 301-559-0100, collect. Those 
planning to dig south of the Rappaharniock River 
should call the toll free number, 1-800-552-7001. 

The new law. Senate Bill 161 , says that if you damage 
plant knowingly, or without calling the utilities, you 
must pay for the, damage. The law does exempt the 
Virginia Department of Highways for routine mainten- 
ance, such as patch paving. 

Honeowners, as well as businesses that must 
excavate, should pay to heed the new law, says Owen 
MuUenax, construction supervisor with Continental 
Telephone in Manassas, and Chairman of the Miss 
Utility organization. Homeowners, for their own safety, 
should call Miss Utility if they plan to dig or garden in 
their yards. 

IltetolwnrcaMt 
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'We Uke to bury caUe whenever we can,*' saki 
Mu^nax. '*bi &cl, 80 percent of all new cable goes 
underground. It usually requires less maintenance and 
is better protected from stomu, car aGci<fettU and the 
stray shots (rf hunters.*' 

Qtbte routes are clearly marked with n»tal spikes. 
Ihe green pedestals along the road mark the places 
where cable comes out of the ground. 

In spite of the precautions, cables do get cut. Not 
only are cable cuts inconvement and expemive, they 
mean that people are cut off from the pdice, fire 
departments and other emergency services. 

"Calling utilities to locate their underground pkuit 
has been voluntary untU now," said Mullenax. 

*'Just one phone call to the Miss Utility center in 
Adelphi, Md., reaches each of the participating 
utilities," he said. "Anyone planning to dig is saved 
the trouble of contacting all the utilities in the area. 

"This service also helps us-thc utility member 
companies-because sometimes we are the excavators. 
In fact, the original purpose of forming, the committee 
was to assist each other in eliminating damage to our 
plant.*' 

The Miss Utility center employs four fulMime 
employees to answer calls from excavators, explained 
Mullenax, who has been working on the new kgislation 
since 1977. "Even with 17 incoming lines, sometimes 
the calls back up," he said. 

Recorded ceiiversatfw 

"When you call Miss Utility, you speak to an 
iperator but the conversation is simultaneously 
recorded. If the excavator damages plant knowingly, or 
without calling the utilities, he has to pay for the 
damage. 

"There are disputes, sometimes, and these record- 
ings can be used in court, but |t's rare that utilities have 
to go to court. 

"After you call Miss Utility with your location, cme of 
the operators will verify it on the grid map and then 
teletype the request to the utility or utilities involved. 
Scanetimes a telephone company and an electric 
company will use the same route." 

Miss Utility is not a policing agency. "It's a service 
utilities provide, not Just for ourselves, but for anyone 
planning digging. Even fencing companies are starting 
to use Miss Utility now," Mullenax said. 

Altogether there are four utility committies servicing 
Virginia: Miss UtUity in Aifelphi, Md., Miss Utility Gi 
Virginia in Richmond. Miss IWUty c^ Lynchburg and 
Roanoke Valley Underground Location Service.

Virginia Iteach public schools are something many 
people take for granted. 

Practically every year 
new ones go up, and old, 
or vercrowded ones* 
usually end up serving 
other public needs, such as 
vocational/technical scho- 
ols, or effective learning 
centers. 

Looming on Virginia 
Beach*s horizon are two 
new elementary schools; 
each costing city taxpayers 
about $3 million. They 
have been funded since 
1977 by municipal bonds. 

The two schoote, which 
will have approximately 
33 classrooms each, wttl 

be located in Virginia Beadi's high growth areas: Green 
Run ami Kempsville. ^ 

RoiHMMrtSckool 

Theoretically, the Rosemont Road Elementary 
School will give relief to the overcrowded Green Run 
Elementary School, built in 1976 with a des^ capacity 
of 820 students; and the Kempsville Meadows Elemra- 
tary School, built back in 1959 with a design capadty of 
720 students. The new school is expected to be com- 
pleted by 1981. 

The Rosemont School will be located on Rosemont 
Road, between Lynnhaven Parkway and Dahlia Drive. 
The new building boosts energy efficiency measures, a 
square design, and a courtyard in the middle. But as of 
now, there are no provisions to landscape the courtyard 
area, according to E. Carlton Bowyer, assistant superin- 
tendent of operational services. 

"We have no plans to landscape the courtyard," 
Bowyer said, "usually a civic group or the school 
Parent/Teacher's Association does it." 

The Rosemont School library will open with 7,529 
volumns of books, including nine or 10 sets of reference 
books. 

Designed to accommodate 8S^ students, Bowyer 
said $170,000 has been allocatea^for furniture and 
jcquipment for the new school. But/lj^fore purchasing 
any new equipment school officials will attempt to use 
"^y surplus furniture and equipment from any of the 
other 60 schools in the city's school system. 

"We're trying to use surplus equipment," Bowyer 
said, "before buying anymore. 



The*city will use tdsed furniture 
and equipment in the new 
elementary schools to cut over- 
head. 
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"We feel that out of the 60 schools in the Virginia 
Beach school system, there will be enough good used 
furniture and equipment in surplus to allow us to reduce 
the merchandise we will have to buy, and cut the cost to 
about $100,000." 

Situated on 14.2 acres of land, the Rosemont School 
will also employ a cafetorium. replete with lunch tables

It, like tlM forthcoming Rosemont 
School, lies in another one of Virginia Beach's fast 
growth corridors: Kempsville. 

The Providence Roiui School will be very similar to 
the Rosemont School in size and student services. The 
choice of principal of either school, however, has not 
been made. 

Why a M^ growth area? 

One question relative to the two new schools is, why 
are Green Run and Kempsville the fastest growing areas 
at the Beach? 

Bruce McOuire, deputy su|;wrintendent, said there is 
no clear cut reason why one area in a city populates 
iftster than others. 

"We in the school administrative offices," McGuire 
said, "sorve the school aged population, where ever they 
maybe. 

"It's our role to plan for, and locate school facilities 
where the need exists. 

"Usually, the principle factor influencing high 
growth areas, is the local contractors; that is to say, 
when a developer chooses a section of Virginia Beach to 
build houses, and people buy those houses, there is 
significant population growth. 

"The Green Run and Kempsville areas of the city 
seem to be popular because developers are building 
houses there; it is centrally located for most of the local 
working force; and there is land available in those areas. 
Plus, the land there is not as expensive, as say, the 
Hilltop section of the Beach where there is also land 
available."

"It wiU replace the old one on Great Neck Road 
which is now inadequate to serve as a hi^ school. It is 
adequate, however, to serve as a fine junior high 
school."

The Virginia Beach school system is spending millions 
and millions of dollars to meet the needs of local 
residents in the largest city school iyttxm in the state. 
And although overcrowding will always be a day to day 
concern for school officials, with the coopertflon of dty 
council, and parents, our children will not have to suffer 
too badly from it.

Tazewdl said that iHiite the closed pcriicy may be of 
advantage to certain Virgiida Be«A dtizens it wfll 
prevent dtizens from procuring the best services at die 
lowest cc»t. 

He asked Council to reaffirm its op^ policy. 

He said that he has lived in ViriM Beach aU of his 
adult life, but would be denied a contract. 

Bob Miller, past president of the Tidewater Chapter 
of the Virginia society of Professional Engineers, said 
that the 1979 administration policy was developed with 
the help of the engineers. Ten factors are included for 
consideration of a firm including such things as 
professional qualifications and capacity of the firm to 
accomplish the work. He asked the Council to recon- 
sider the changes.

Councilman Reid Ervin said that he endorsed 
Tazewell's resolution.

mation but without malcing recommendations to Coun- 
cil on tlie zoning. The action was taken following 
discussion by city Council on the effect of the director's 
recommendations on the city's position legally. City at- 
torney Dale Bimsom explained that when a Council 
decision is contrary to the recommendation of its own 
planning director, the city's case is weakened in Court. 

Baum pointed out that the city manager, In limiting 
the comments of the planning director was '*just 
fdiowing the advice of the city attorney and now he 
seems to be the heavy.'*

said in regard to the accusatiom apinst Hwibury, "I

The history of motor- 
cycles began in 1885 when 
Gottlieb Daimler rigged up a 
bicycle to allow him to test 
the internal combustion 
engine he had developed.

Daimler's son, Paul, who 
rode the machine from 
Cannstatt to Uterturkheim 
and back— a round trip of 
six mil«— was probably the 
first motorcycle rider.

Reid Ervin: A man of endurance

Virginia Beach councilman Reid Ervin is a constant 
man. 

His views of Virginia 
Beach and. its continued 
pbpulation growth have 
not changed since the mid 
1960's when he first ran. 
for public office. 

Ervin has sought a city 
council seat four times, 
winning his seccmd and 
fourth attempts. He has 
always supported restric- 
tions on urban and subur- 
ban growth at the Beach, 
which he attributes to his 
lost bids for office. 

But in 1980, Ervin is no 
longer viewed as the rebel 
Goldfarb he may have seemed

"In 1926, however, my fother was made a good 
jBnancial offer, and shortly thereafter opened a barber 
shop on the boys cam{Nis at Trinity Cdlege, Durham, 
whose name was later changed to Duke University. 

"A girl's campus, with a beauty salcm was added in 
1931 when tiw school's name was changed to Duke. 
Trinity was then made for girls. 

"With over 7,000 students, administrators, and stafT^ 
between both campuses, this job offered my fisUher a 
guaranteed income in times when things were tight." 

Ervin attended Watts Street Etementary School, 
grades one through six; and Durham Junior, stnd Senior 
High Schools.

Ervin said the educational process has always been a 
challenge to him; and consequently, he loved coHege.

Casteen Letter Raises More Questions 



Mr. Casteen's understanding of what he re«b is 
a^ faulty as his admissions policy. 

Attack UVA? Never. 

What we don't like is Mr. Casteen's admisskms 
polky which deprives entry to qualified Virginia 
residents and at the same time redwxs UVA to a 
convenient second choice for out-of-state studenu 
predominantly from the northeast. 

Casteen defends his policy by daimint that the 
"onc-in-Hve who gain admission from outside 
Virginia has (on (he average) cla^rank, testing, and 
other qualincations that woukl qualify him or her 
for admission to ANY college or university in the 
country." 

To tdl the public that the averi«e non-resident' 
UVA $tu<tent is also just as quaUfi^ to attend 
Harvard, Vassar and many oil^r schools is an 
outright diMortion and Mr. Casteen knows it. 

Mr. Casteen admits that UVA allowed only 60% 
of its student body to be Virginia residents "four or 
five years ago." The dean claims 71% of the 
members of UVA's class of 1984 will be in-state 
students. 

Mr. Casteen wouM have us believe thai qualified 
Virginia residents should now te appreciative that 
he is allowing more of them to attend tlmr oma state 
university. 
Nonsense. 

A random sampling of st rong state uni VCTsities in 
evCTy part of the nation shows how far behind 
UVA's in-stale admissions policies r«Uly are. 

Take a look at the percentage of in-state students 
MteB<H^ mWet well known state institutions: 
University of Mkrhigan, «^: Rulers (State 
University of New Jeriey), 91^; University of 
California, 90*»; University of Texas, M%; 
University of Illinois, 90%; University of 
Massachusetts, 95**: University of North 
Carolina. 86%. And these are schools which have 
achieved nauonal ;<idnding for acadmic eveUeKc. 

AwJ inckkntally, Mr. Casteen. since you are a 



sports oithiuast, it should be pointed out that, in 
many cases these schools' athletic programs have 
brought pride and a sense of accomplishmoit to 
their student bodies and the state taxpayers who are 
paying the bills. 

Under what Mr. Casteen refen to as "errors of 
fact", he says "Virginia's taxpayers do not pay the 
{N^eident of the university in exc«s of S80,000 a 
year," Of course, the editorial (reprinted fdiove) 
didn't say that at all. Salary wasn't mentioned. It 
says "compensation" and we didn't mentk>a 
names. But since Mr. Casteen brought it up. we 
will. 

It is a matter of public record that UVA president 
Frank HerefCH-d earns a fa«se salary of $63,600 and 
r«:etves a house and Mher perks that make his 
annual compensation well above S80.000.

Counting calories and understanding proper food 
combinations are only part of the challenge in the game 
called dieting. Since food is such a great seductress, 
knowing a little psychology is vital for those who would 
outwit her. Here are a few examples. 

The best weapon? 

The best weapon in your psychological arsenal is the 
habit of eating slowly. 

Belting down mouthfuls of pudding while standing at 
the refrigerator means that you've gaining much 
pleasure. Instead, always take food away from the kit- 
chen and sit down in a relaxed, pleasant atmosphere. 
Savor each bite, chew it at least 35 times and youMl find 
it almost impossible to overeat. 

Eating slowly not only improves digestion but gives 
your stomach time to communicate that you're full. It 
takes about 20 minutes for the brain to get the message. 
In addition, you can use this time lag to your benefit by 
eating an appetite spoiler IS minutes before your regular 
meal. 

Half a cup of yougurt or a few tablespoons of bran in 
milk or juice, for example, does a very good job of 
filling space while adding few calories and it increases 
the efficiency of digestion. Finish it and then don't eat 
again until mealtime. It's much wiser to do this than to 
nibble while you cook. 

During meals, keep serving dishes off the table where 
they only cause temptation. Make yourself and the 
family go to the kitchen to scoop up seconds. It's also 
important to stop yourself from sitting down to dinner 
in a breathless rush. Let yourself completely relax by 
closing your eyes, and while blessing the food, remind 
yourself that you are not entering a race. 

My father, who used to manage a restaurant said, "I 
never eat, I dine." Indeed, food should always be eaten 
in quiet, lovely surroundings.

Never eat on the run, while on the telephone, reading 
or watching TV. While you're absorbed in another ac- 
tivity, you can easily form an eating momentum that 
carries you along unconsciously until you've stuffed 
yourself without enjoying a bite. Inst^d, add to the 
sensual enjoyment of food -by listening to light classical 
music. 

After meals, brush your teeth as soon as possible. 
There's something about a fresh, clean mouth that 
niakes you not want to put any more food in it. 

Vitamins and minerals play a role in appetite, too. 
For example, if you b^in a vitamin program and find 
your appetite suddenly increasing, it could be the extra 
B-complex. You may have to cut back to reduce your 
craving. 

On the other hand, if you don't seem to enjoy your 
food no matter how much you eat, you might try the 
mineral zinc.

In a second contest. 
King and his fellow-con- 
testants were asked to 
design a branch bank fa* a 
20 - year - old shopping 
strip. The bank was to 
give the firm a "new 
image," and the architec- 
tural theme was to be 
carried out throughout the 
strip, rejuvenating the 
area. 

King designed the bank 
in the eclectric style, 
adapting a classical "bank 
k)ok" to a modem brown 
brick and copper roofed 
building.

Here are answers to this week's 
questions. 

Questions and answers 

Q: Wky Is it my tomato fruits turn a dark brown on 
the bottom wlien tliey are still green or Just starting to 
ripen? Corky Morse-Pembroke Manor 

A: This is called blossom-end rot. It can affect the 
fruits of tomatoes, peppers, squash and watermelons. 
The exact cause of blossom end rot is not known, but 
several contributing factors to the disorder are known. 



Blossom end rot can develop after period of drought 
or periods of heavy rainfall. A calcium defficiency can 
also contribute to the disorder. Things you can do to 
help reduce the chance of having blossom end rot in 
your garden are: 

•Maintain even soil moisture by watering your garden 
during day periods. Do not, however, water excessively. 
Putting down an inch of water a week is a good general 
guide, though sandy soils will need more. 

•Mulch around your plants. This helps to regulate 
soil moisture. 

•Fertilize and lime your soil properly based on a soU 
test. 

Q: What kind of salt should I use for pkUIng? Pat 
McNichol-Bayride 

A: There is a salt specifically marketed as "Pickling 
salt" but failing to find it-pure granulated salt is next 
best and completely satisfactory. Uniodized table salt 
can be used but it tends to make the brine cloudy due to 
additives in the salt which prevent caking. Iodized table 
salt isn't recommended because it may darken j^ckles. 

Q: If you forget to add salt when canning tomatoes 
will they spoil? Bonnie West-Sherry Park

A: No. The small amount of salt suggested when can- 
ning vegeubles is not necessary for safe |»'ocessing. The 
salt adds flavor but may be omitted. 

Q: Why te It my Miuash plant suddenly wilts and 
within a short period dies? I find the stem Imsc b soft 
and mushy as weH. Amanda Jones-Ocoinfront 

A: The squash vine borer is the cause of the damage. 
It can attack squash and melons, including cateloupe 
and pumpkin. The borer is the larval stage of a moth 
that lays her eggs on the plant stem base. The young 
borers penetrate the sten^and burrow towards the base. 

Usually the first sign of borer damage that you will 
notice is vine wilting, and by then it may be too late to 
save the plant. The most effective method of controlling 
the squash vine borer is to use a preventative spray of 
malathion or methoxychlor, spraying the plant stem 
base once a week, for a month, starting m late June. 

If some of your plants already |lave the borer, locate 
the wound and slit down the stem towards the base with 
a razor blade or sharp knife until you find and destroy 
it. Mound moist soil up around the split stem and 
hopefully new roots will develop. 

Q: How do you freeie com on the cob? Velda Cartec- 
Oceana 

A: Remove husks and silk and wash the com. Sort the 
ears according to size. Heat in boiling water: 
Small ears (less than 1 Vi " in diameter) 7 minutes 

Medium ears 9 minutes 

Large ears (over 1 Vi * Mn diameter) 1 1 minutes 

Drop the ears of corn into ice cold water. Drain well. 
Pack ears into freezer contaii^ or wrap in moisture- 
vapor resistant material. Seal and freeze at 0* F. or 
below.
